OBAMA, BOEHNER RACHET UP THE PRESSURE ON BUDGET TALKS

WASHINGTON President Obama refused to 
give ground in a fiscal confrontation with 
Republicans on Tuesday, saying he would ne- 
gotiate on budget issues only if they agree to 
reopen the federal government and raise the 
debt limit with no conditions. 

At a news conference, an unbending 
Obama said he would not hold talks on 
ways to end the fiscal impasse while under 
threat from conservative Republicans, but 
he agreed to discuss anything, including his 


health care plan, if they restore government 
funding and raise the debt limit. 

‘Tf reasonable Republicans want to talk 
about these things again, I^m ready to head 
up to the Hill and try,” Obama told reporters. 

“But I’m not gonna do it until the more 
extreme parts of the Republican Party stop 
forcing {House Speaker) John Boehner to 
issue threats about our economy We can’t 
make extortion routine as part of our de- 
mocracy” 

Obama’s comments followed an earlier 


phone call to Boehner, who had adopted a 
slightly more conciliatory tone in comments 
to reporters after a meeting with House of 
Representatives’ Republicans. 

Boehner had said there were “no boundar- 
ies” in potential talks and made no mention 
of recent Republican demands to delay parts 
of Obama’s health care law in return for ap- 
proving funds to end the government shut- 
down. 

But speaking to reporters after Obama’s 
news conference, Boehner said he was “dis- 


appointed” by the president’s approach. 

“What the president said today was if 
there is unconditional surrender by Republi- 
cans, he’ll sit down and talk to us. That’s not 
the way our government works,” Boehner 
said. 

The public give-and-take between Obama 
and Boehner was the most direct exchange 
between the two leaders since a White 
House meeting last week, but neither side 
has come up with a path to resolving the bit- 
ter fiscal stalemate.

Marathon beefs up security 



Extra security measures will be taken for this year’s Chicago Marathon.

There is no known threat to this 
yearns Bank of America Chicago 
Marathon, but officials said Tuesday 
that beefed-up security measures 
will be in place. 

In response to the bombing at the 
Boston Marathon earlier this year, 
Chicago police and federal law en- 
forcement officers will deploy more 
bomb-sniffing dogs than were used 
in past years and will collect and dis- 
card any unattended belongings in 
Grant Park or along the race route, 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
said at a news conference. 

Uniformed and plainclothes offi- 
cers will monitor the Sunday event 
from the ground and through secu- 
rity cameras, McCarthy said. 

“^(^Ve going to have eyes on the 


ground on just about every foot of 
the marathon route,” McCarthy 
said. ‘And packages and suspicious 
behavior will be addressed.” 

The Chicago Police Department 
sent detectives to Boston to help 
investigate the April bombing, in 
which pressure-cooker bombs were 
placed near the finish line of the 
race. McCarthy said the importance 
of bomb-sniffing dogs and clearing 
the race route of unattended items 
were the two key lessons learned 
from what happened in Boston. 

Runners will not be allowed to 
bring backpacks or other bags onto 
the marathon route. Officials no- 
tified the marathon’s 45,000 par- 
ticipants earlier this year that they 
would be issued 24.5-inch-by-17.5- 
inch clear plastic drawstring bags to 


hold their belongings. Runners also 
will be required to present identifi- 
cation to pick up their race packets. 

Spectators will be strictly prohib- 
ited from entering the race route. 
Doing so could lead to arrest, Mc- 


Carthy said. Spectators also will not 
be allowed to congregate at the start 
of the race or the finish line. Race 
organizers plan to erect bleachers at 
the finish line, but they will be avail- 
able only to ticketed spectators.

Upping donor limit? 


WASHINGTON The Supreme Court heard ar- 
guments Tuesday on whether to give wealthy 
Americans even more clout in Congress by 
lifting the legal limit on how much they can 
give to candidates and their parties, with the 
outcome seeming likely to depend on Chief 
Justice John Roberts. 

Through most of the arguments in case, the 
justices sounded as though they were closely 
split along the usual ideological lines. Conser- 
vatives spoke of political free speech while lib- 
eral Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg worried that 
only the voice of the “super-affluent” will be 
heard in Washington.

No matter what 

outlandish acts Murphy and his co-producer 
Brad Falchuk ask of the Oscar and Emmy 
winner, she turns them into magic. 

That's never been truer than in the scare- 
fest's latest season, “Coven.” Lange plays 
Fiona Goode, the all-powerful supreme 
witch of an ages-old coven that Bed the 
Salem witch trials for the relative peace of 
New Orleans. Fiona has been around forever, 
though, and time is taking its toll. She may 
still be beautiful and shapely, but she needs a 
pick-me-up and will do anything to get it. 

After some soul-searching, er, sucking, in 
LA, Fiona heads to New Orleans, where she 
busts in on her estranged daughter. Cordelia 
(Sarah Paulson) runs Miss Rob ichaux's Acad- 
emy for Exceptional Young Ladies, which 
really is a Hogwarts for novice witches. 

“ Y)ur little kingdom is a mess,” Mommy 
Dearest snaps when Cordelia demands she 
leave. Fiona insists on helping Cordelia 
properly teach her young charges — new- 
comer Zoe (Taissa Farmiga), Madison (Emma 
Roberts), Queenie (Gabourey Sidibe) and 
Nan (Jamie Brewer) — to protect themselves 
from a coming storm. 

“It's Salem all over again,” she warns. 

As Fiona, Lange transforms from privi- 
leged, Prada-wearing ball-buster to desolate, 
fading beauty to a mother crushed by her 
inability to connect with her daughter— all 
while remaining a supreme bitch. (The 
premiere isn't titled “Bitchcraft” for noth- 
ing.) Her first scene with Paulson, also 
continuing her stellar work from last season, 
is heartbreaking. Defeat washes away Fiona's 
bravado when Cordelia snaps, “When are 
you going to die and stop ruining my life?” 

Fiona's desire to remain youthful dovetails 
nicely with the flashback story that opens 
“Coven.” “Just look at this wattle,” moans 
Kathy Bates as Madame Marie Delphine 
LaLaurie, areal-life 1830s serial killer who 
tortured and murdered her slaves. As she la- 
ments the state of her face, Madame applies 
her own beauty secret— human blood. 

Bates' performance totally lacks the vanity

and self-consciousness that defines her 
character. She's frightening to watch. “The 
heeeUl I caaann't,” she spits when her daugh- 
ter, caught seducing the houseman, suggests 
mom can't control her. What Madame does 
to the houseman is even more terrifying. 

Murphy has suggested that “Coven” will be 
more fun than past seasons. I have my doubts 
after watching Bates and Angela Bassett, who 
plays Marie Laveau, avengeful voodoo priest- 
ess who may find fault in Fiona's actions. 

Sure, when one of your witches has a killer 
vagina, there are bound to be sick laughs. 
Lange and her young co-stars know their 
way around a put-down, too. The premiere 
is hampered by unnecessary narration and 
over-exposition, but overall it's a bewitching 
brew of whimsy, psychological scares, horrific 
atrocities and the wonderfully relentless feel- 
ing that something wicked this way comes.

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Folk-pop duo Boy is really two girls— 
but that’s not why they’re so buzzy 

By Andy Downing i for redeye 

Boy, as it turns out, is a girl. Actually two of them: singer Valeska 
Steiner and bassist Sonja Glass. 

The European pair (Steiner is of Swiss descent and Glass is 
German), who first met at a songwriting workshop in Hamburg, 
Germany more than eight years ago, released their buzzworthy 
folk-pop-leaning debut “Mutual Friends” stateside earlier this 
year and recently embarked on their second U.S. tour. 

By phone on a rare day off near Washington D.C., Steiner, 27, 
discussed the travels that influenced her songwriting, why she 
chooses to sing in English and her unusual first crush. 
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''Mutual Friends” Includes songs titled 
"Drive Darling ” "Railway” and "Silver 
Streets” Are you drawn to travel as a source 
of Inspiration? 

I think for this album one big inspiration 
for the lyrics was that I had just moved 
from Zurich to Hamburg. “Drive Darling,” 
for example, describes the move and this 
road trip I did with my mom, who drove me 
from Hamburg. It’s about those hopeful and 
nostalgic feelings I had on that trip. Then 
“Silver Streets” is a song for Hamburg; it’s a 
song for a new city that you try to become a 
friend of and find your place. “Raihvay” talks 
about one particular raihvay ride you can 
make in Switzerland, and when you make it in 
wintertime and look out the window, you can 
become very melancholic. Being in motion is 
always a good thing to get inspiration. 

Why’d you opt to sing In English with this 
project? 

I’ve always been singing in English. In the 
beginning ... I would ahvays sing cover songs 
by English-speaking singer-songwriters like 
Suzanne Vega or Shawn Colvin. I feel more 
comfortable singing in English than German, 
and I like the way my voice sounds 
better in English. 

Does It have a different quality 
when you sing In German? 

I used to sing in German a lot 
back in elementary school. 

When you sing children’s 
songs, they’re in German ... so I 
feel like I sound a bit like a child 
when I sing in it. 

You’ve also covered Air’s "Playground 
Love/’ so I wanted to ask you about your 
first crush. 

Oh! I had a tape of a children’s story and I 
think I was in love with one of the boys in 
the story because I liked his voice so much. 

With a lot of European acts there’s that pres- 
sure to break In to the U.S. market. Is that a 


pressure you feel In any way? 

Oh, it’s not a pressure at all! It’s more like a 
dream coming true that we are able to come 
here with our music and are able to play 
shows where people come and already sing 
along to our songs. We never would have 
dared to expect anything like that. We just 
feel like this is a great adventure. We worked 
on a very long time for this album, and we got 
turned down by many record labels at home 
in Germany and Switzerland. We always 
believed in our music ... and we thought if we 
liked playing it so much there had to be an 
audience for it. 

Lauren Mayberry of Chvrches recently 
wrote an editorial decrying the prolifera- 
tion of online sexism that female musicians 
can be confronted with. Is that something 
you’ve had to deal with In Boy as well? 

I have to say in what we do, we feel like we’re 
treated very respectfully Online, people are 
so fast and their mouths are so loose because 
they have anonymity If there’s women in a 
video, they’ll write stupid stuff maybe. One 
thing we do have, if you’re in a male band, 
like with Kings of Convenience, I don’t know 
if people keep asking if they are 
a couple, but they do with us. 
That’s strange there’s such a 
big focus on that. We just 
stopped looking up our 
own stuff on the Internet, 
because whether it’s good 
or bad, it’s just virtual reality 
that shouldn’t really touch 
you. 

Your music Is on the more upbeat 
end of the musical spectrum. Do you 
secretly have a dark side? 

{Laughs.} Both of us have more melancholic 
sides, and I think some of the songs do have 
that side in them. But many people come to 
us and say they find the music hopeful, and I 
think it is for us too.

holding us in suspense for the guitar’s arrival. 
When it finally smashes through the rela- 
tive softness, Kool-Aid Man-style, it’s easy to 
imagine a crowd of thousands losing control 
over mind and body in unison. 

Lyrically, there’s not much identifiable 
storytelHng on display, and let’s try to ignore 
that the album-opening title track awkwardly 
begins with, “It was the best of times, it was 
the worst of times.” ^t it fits thematically 
as Krauss, as commanding as she’s ever been 
on record, sings on both offense and defense 
throughout the album.

Isla Pilipina Restaurant, 2501 W. Lawrence Ave. 773-271-2988

It’s not so much a restaurant as it is a move- 
ment. When Ray Espiritu took over the Lin- 
coln Square restaurant Isla Pilipina from his 
parents six years ago, it was very traditional, 
serving mostly ex-pat Filipinos. Fresh out of 
art school, Espiritu didn’t just want to serve 
food; he wanted to elevate Filipino cuisine 
and culture in Chicago. He wanted to help 
the community and create something that 
was an extension of his personality ‘Any busi- 
ness is a form of art,” he said. “There’s a vibra- 
tion from our audience. We feed off that and 
want to serve them well.” 

Espiritu took a drab storefront sandwiched 
in between a Little Caesars and a tiny liquor 
store and brightened it up with sea-foam 
green paint, installed shiny new wood floors 
and comfy banquettes and put up scads of 
local art. Espiritu hand-illustrated the menu 
with stylized doodles, including a picture of a 
Filipino mom whom I always imagine scold- 
ing me to eat my vegetables. 

While some Filipino spots let their food 
molder away in steam tables, Espiritu in- 
sisted on serving made-to-order dishes such 
as pancit ($7), stir-fried noodles mixed with 
vegetables and often meat, and brontosaurus- 
sized crispy pata ($15), deep-fried pork shanks 
with a richness that’s nicely foiled by a vine- 
gar-tinged dipping sauce. He and chef Mario 
Nunez incorporated ingredients from local 
farms in to the restaurant’s fare. 

Visit most nights and Isla buzzes with the 


energy of a hot late-night Chi n^ttown resT .Du- 
rant. But instead of young Chiiic.^L: stuik'nts 
from UIC sopping up liquor from a I'riclay 
night drinking binge, then: is n cliversL' ^rmip 
of young Filipinos, intrepid foodics mid I.tii- 
coln Square families dinim; tugc.’tliur. 

The cornerstone of tile Tshl mcrtii is Lhe 
lumpia Shanghai. Pork, fruin :i Jiruill farm m 
Indiana, and minced vegecabkis art wiap-pcd 
in an eggroll-like wrapper (Tsh. irn|»>rts tli4;se 
from the Philippines) and dccp-fficd until 
they emerge as mahogany^cnlared, ni]‘^p- 
pled, crispy cigar-shaped dumplings. I’hry’re 
somehow more addictive th.nn a rmrlLtinnal 
Chinese eggroll, and though yoAJ’ll be tempt- 
ed to get the small order (10 for fnr the 

large (20 for $5). You'll eat thcfn all. 

Isla makes catering porrinn^ nf rlwi^c Ixiau- 
ties as well. “They shoxJd ct^^lnee vLi^c tJible 
trays and ranch dip,” EsfriritLi snid. “^Ihcy 
should have them at Supei TkyYi-l pm tieSi.'^‘'nTe 
restaurant makes 3,000 lumpb n cUy cn keep 
up with demand. A couple ycnrs aj^u svlieil I 
went to pick up a tray of 200 of the tn.sty rolls 
for a hoHday shindig, Ei|;iiritu handed over 
the batch and said, “Here’s ynur order oi a 
million lumpia.” All I could think was, '*'1 with 
he wasn’t joking.” I guarantee he had given 
me that many, they would not luii-e gone to 
waste.

In 2012, Northwestern University 
junior Alex Nee was appearing in 
a college mainstage production of 
"Rent” and thinking about life after 
graduation. But a chance visit from 
a casting director led to the lead 
role as Johnny in the second tour of 
‘A^merican Idiot” — the Tony Award- 
winning musical based on Green 
Day^s rock opera album of the same 
title— and Nee put his senior year 
on hold to perform across the coun- 
try and in the UK. 

After a year of rock- 
ing out onstage 
with a fauxhawk 
and guyliner, 
the 21-year- 
old Palo Alto, 

Calif, native 
concluded his 
run this past 
June, returned 
to Northwest 
em to finish his de- 
gree over the summer 
and then joined the original 
touring production of "Once,” the 
Tony Award-winning musical based 
on the Academy Award-winning 
film about a Dublin street musician 
(Guy) who bonds with a Czech im- 
migrant (Girl) over their shared love 
of music. Nee plays Andrej, a musi- 
cian and fast-food worker who lives 
with Girl. Chicago is the second 
stop on the yearlong national tour, 
which started Oct. i in Providence, 
R.I. 

"Tve always sort of dreamed of 
being in a big band,” said Nee, who 
has a musical background in addi- 
tion to his theater degree. ‘And now 
I get to do that and tour the country 
as a band, basically” We called him 
during the shoVs Providence run 
to find out more about his musical 
roots, his experiences in the shows 
and more.

On continuously touring 
for two years: 

I^m definitely homeless. IVe had the same two 
suitcases for about a year and a half now But I 
don’t have keys to anywhere, except a little plas- 
tic card that lets me into whatever hotel Tm 
staying in. {Laughs} 

About 'Once': 

Expect to be viscerally hit and turned on by the 
music and the singing as well as just the honesty 
of these characters. It’s quite a simple show on 
the surface, but the relationships and the inner 
life of all these people is so complex, as well as 
the inner life of the music— and I think that is 
something that you don’t often see in musical 
theater. And those invisible chords that connect 
people really start vibrating with the acoustic 
instruments, and it creates this sort of transcen- 
dent experience. 

His character: 

I play Andrej, a Czech immigrant to Dublin. He 
works at a fast-food restaurant— he’s the man- 


ager— but he’s got an upcoming promotion that 
he can’t wait for. He’s this very passionate, opti- 
mistic, quirky weird guy {laughs} who lives with 
Girl and just wants to support everyone around 
him. And unfortunately, he has to deal with his 
dreams being crushed, but gets then uplifted by 
being a part of creating this music with Guy and 
Girl. 

What he and Andrej have 
in common: 

I’m definitely a nerd at heart. I hung out at the 
math club in high school. As much as I like to 
pretend that I don’t, I really do try hard and I’m 
optimistic about life and excited by everything 
that’s going on around me. He wants to have fun; 
he wants everything to be good, which I think 
we can all connect to. So I’m just amplifying that 
part of myself 

His musical background: 

"I’ve been playing music since I was 5, {when} my 
parents started me on piano. But since my par- 
ents were forcing me to do that, I {laughs} even- 


tually rejected it and took up the guitar {when} 
I was 14. I’ve been writing music and playing on 
my own and in bands but nothing ever too seri- 
ous. But it’s always been an outlet that I’ve found 
really exciting and also calming and sort of thera- 
peutic. 

His 'American Idiot' audition: 

This casting director was in Chicago and came 
up to Northwestern to see "Rent,” which I had 
no idea was happening. The next night, I got an 
email {that} was basically like, “Hey, saw you in 
‘Rent.’ Would love you to come in and read for 
Johnny for American Idiot.’ Here are six songs 
to prepare, and the audition’s tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 a.m. downtown.” {Laughs.} Obviously, 
I was ecstatic, and this was one of the biggest 
opportunities I’d had, so I wasn’t going to let 
sleep and a show get in my way {Laughs.} So I 
did the show that night and then I woke up the 
next morning at like 3 or 4 a.m. and just learned 
all these song^ as quickly as I could. It actually 
took about five months of callbacks and differ- 
ent things before they finally offered me the job.
